Answer: This is a moot ques- 
tion. Fish when interviewed re- 
fuse to answer by advice of coun- 
eel.

Every piscatorial artist, In past ex- 
perience, remembers hooking fish 
that had previously broken their 
line and found their hook in the 
bony structure of their mouth. That 
they continue to lecate food after 
being once hooked, is not evidence 
of their being immune from suffer- 
ing. The brain of a fish has never 
been developed to any wreat - 
tent. Thev feed and breed. There 
are no nerves in the bone or car- 
tillage surrounding their mouths, 
hence the implanting of a hook at 
that point occasions no pain, yet 
the instinct of self-preservation 
causes the fish to put up a fight for 
liberty. Fish, in my judgment, suf- 
fer most when taken from the wa- 
ter and permitted to die in the alr, 
hence they should be dispatched as 


soon as possible after beirlx landed. 


One class of fish. known as “suck- 
ers,” proclaim their suffering when 
some “blue sky” saleaman ineerts 
the hooks and properly lands them 


on a batch of well-watered stock. 


They at times get off the hook and 
occasionally come to the surface 
for air, yet they are usually ready 


for another “strike” and will take 


the bait. hook, sinker and line.

The 
best way to hull the almonds its to have 
these Indians do the work in the field, thus 
reducing haulage chaffes, and leaving the 
hulls in the grove as fertilizer. But there 
are power hullers near by, big, electrically- 
driven machines that can hull about a ton 
a day. 


SOUTH’S EXHIBITS 
CENTER OF INTEREST. 


Only two counties of that part of Call- 
fornia south of the Tehachepi, Los An- 
geles and Riverside, had county exhibits 


in the main exhibit building at the State 
Fair this year. These displays, however, 
were of great interest and proved to be 
leading attractions at the fair. The Los 
Angeles covnty exhibit included, in addi- 
tion to a display of the fruits and other 
products grown in. the State's richest 
county, an exhibit by Los Angeles city il- 
lustrative of the municipality's progress 
in utilising Owens River water for power 
and irrigation purposes.

The feature of Riverside county's great 
display which attracted the most attention 
was a date palm loaned to the county for 
exhibition purposes by A. W. Risher of 
Indio.

CITRUS GROVE IDEAL 
PLACE FOR TRACTOR. 


From discussions at growers’ meetings 
and from practical tests in the field, it has 
been determined that in the orange or 
lemon grove the tractor finds ideal condi- 
tions for work. Most of the citrus groves 
are small, compared with row-crop ranches, 
and the owner of the place has time to per- 
sonally look after the machine, and thus the 
upkeep cast is small. Then again, there 
are as many operations on a citrus ranch 
that can be performed by a tractor as there 
are on deciduous or field crop farms, and 
thus the cost of operation is well balanced 
by the variety of work performed. On 
mary citrus ranches no horses are kept, 
because, as horse feed is not produced on 
the average citrus ranch, if horses are kept 
the feed cost is high. The tractor “eats” 
only when it works.

Writing to the editor of Farm and Trac- 
tor, D. D. Waynick of Anaheim says: 

“The following note on the control or 
eradication of nematode is presented not 
as final in any sense, or possibly not even 
as new information. The results have been 
so striking, however, as to make them 
worthy of note. 

oe the summer of 1920, twenty acres 
of lima beans were seriously injured by 
nematode. A conservative estimate placed 
the loss at 40 per cent for the total crop, 
while over the area 60 per cent of the 
plants were more or less affected. Follow- 
ing the bean crop, melilotus indica was 
grown, during the winter of 1920-1921. By 
March 1, the melilotus had reached a 
height of three feet or more, and the roots 
showed an abundance of nodules. Between 
March 1 and 15, the whole plece was 
plowed eight inches deep, and shortly 
thereafter four acre inches of water were 
applied. Because of late rains, the bean 
crop this year was not gotten in until June 
1. After seventy-five days of growth, not 
more than 2 per cent OF the area shows 


is excellent as to stand and development. 
crop loss due to nematode will not ex- 
ceed 1 per cent. 

“The relationship between melilotus in- 
dica and the nematode is not entirely clear. 
If it should prove to be generally true that 
the growing of one or more crops of me- 
lliotue will prevent damage to subsequent 
crope by nematode, it is at once a simple, 
and from every standpoint a desirable, 
method of control.”

A Hardy Avocado.- ~ 


CORDING to a newspaper report a 

variety of avocado, or “alligator pear,” 
the fruit of which attains a weight of eight- 
een ounces and the trees of which will stand 
some frost, has been sent to the office of 
foreigu seed and plant introduction, United 
States Department of Agriculture, by Wil 
son Popenoe, plant explorer in South Amer- 
ica, and buds of it are now growing in the 
department greenhouses. Curiously, the new 
avocado hardier against cold than the or- 
dinary West Indian and Guatemalan varie- 
ties, was discovered in Ecuador, a country 
sitvated on the equator. The region, hither 
to unknown as producing this fruit, is what 
is known as the Chota Valley, 6000 feet 
above wea level, giving a climate compar 
able to many regions much farther north. 
Most of the fruits of varieties of this Mexti- 
can race are emall. This one has fruits 
comparable in sige with those of the more 
tender races. Regions occasionally visited 
by @ temperature of 18 deg. F. have pro 
duced bearing trees of the Mexican avocado.
